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REPORT  OF  CIVrL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 

Regular  meetings  of  your  Civil  Defense  organization  have 
been  held  during  the  year  1964,  and  activity  has  been  as 
follows: 

1.  This  year  your  Civil  Defense  Unit  has  concentrated  on 
communications.  The  Town,  with  matching  funds  from 
the  Federal  Government,  purchased  a  RACES  Radio. 
With  this  radio  and  the  Citizens'  Band  Network  weekly 
drills  have  been  held  with  the  State  Network. 

2.  The  Fire  and  Police  Units  have  continued  to  partici- 
pate in  Civil  Defense  programs. 

3.  The  Medical,  Eingineering  and  Manpower  Units  have 
maintained  their  records  and  readiness  for  emergencies. 

4.  The  Educational  Unit  held  a  practice  drill  to  determine 
how  quickly  students  could  be  taken  to  their  homes  in 
cases  of  emergency.  The  organization  was  excellent 
and  the  results  very  gratifying. 

5.  Program  Papers,  Town  Plan  and  other  miscellaneous 
information  required  by  the  State  Civil  Defense  Organi- 
zation  have   been   completed. 

Plans  for  the  year  1965: 

1.  It  is  hoped,  with  our  improved  communications,  that  the 
year  1965  will  see  us  hold  several  local  exercises,  both 
warned  and  unwarned,  in  the  fields  of  radiological  con- 
tamination and  more  natural  emergency  situations. 

2.  We  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Hillsboro  the  fact  that  not  one  single  approved 
shelter  is  available  in  the  Town.  The  cost  of  building 
a  public  shelter  would  be  phenomenal.  It  has  been 
estimated,  without  any  detail,  that  for  3,000  people  the 
cost  might  well  run  in  the  vicinity  of  $300,000.  Of  course 
some  dual  use  could  be  made  of  such  a  facility,  but  even 
considering  this,  it  seems  such  an  undertaking  would 
be  well  out  of  reach  of  our  community.  This  can  only 
mean  that  every  individual  family  has  to  be  responsible 
for  the  protection  of  themselves  in  case  of  radiological 
attack.  We  can  only  urge  you  all  to  take  steps  now. 
SOME  shelter  is  better  than  NO  shelter. 
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PLANNING   BOARD   REPORT 
Fiscal   Year   Ended    December  31,    1964 

Work  of  the  Planning  Board  during  1964  fell  into  three 
major  areas  -  land  use  planning,  municipal  facilities,  and  the 
dump. 

The  Board's  work  in  land  planning  has  led  to  the  sub- 
division control  ordinance  which  is  being  recommended  to 
the  voters  at  the  1965  Town  Meeting.  It  reflects  the  con- 
viction of  the  Planning  Board  that  considerable  future  ex- 
pense to  the  taxpayers  can  be  avoided,  and  more  desirable 
development  encouraged  for  the  community,  if  a  set  of 
basic  requirements  of  drainage,  streets,  access  and  the  like 
is  provided  to  the  developer.  The  recommendation  stems 
from  a  continuing  study  to  which  the  Planning  Board  de- 
voted a  large  portion  of  its  time  during  the  year,  including 
meetings  with  representatives  of  the  State  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  and  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration, 

Continuing  contact  has  been  maintained  between  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  Post  Office  Department,  and  our  representatives 
in  Congress  in  the  interest  of  securing  new  and  more  ade- 
quate postal  facilities  for  the  Town.  The  Board  hopes  that 
this  approach,  coupled  with  the  efforts  of  other  interested 
groups,  will  lead  to  the  provision  of  a  suitable  new  facility 
within  the  next  year  or  two. 

Alternate  uses  of  the  Old  Schoolhouse  property  have  been 
examined.  The  erection  of  Parking  Lot  signs  downtown  as 
recommended  by  the  Board  has  increased  the  temporary  use 
of   this  property. 

A  continuing  search  for  a  new  dump  location  yields  the 
conclusion  that  suitable  sites  are  virtually  unavailable.  Sev- 
eral possibilities  were  field-checked  with  a  representative 
from  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  each  was  rejected  be- 
cause of  grade  problems.  A  series  of  recommendations  for 
improved  operation  of  the  present  dump  was  developed  and 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  implementation. 
The  Planning  Board  recognizes  that  the  continued  operation 
of  the  dump  in  its  present  location  is  unlikely  to  be  possible 
for  more  than  five  or  ten  more  years,  due  to  an  accumula- 
tion of  residual  trash  and  the  increasing  use  of  adjacent 
lands  for  higher  class  and  more  desirable  purposes.  There- 
fore the  Town  should  be  anticipating  the  need  for  relocat- 
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ing  the  dump  in  the  future,  and  should  take  any  steps  pos- 
sible to  secure  suitable  land. 

The  Planning  Board  has  given  consideration  during  the 
year  to  many  phases  of  our  community's  operation,  includ- 
ing the  following  items  which  appear  to  merit  further  study 
and/or  action  in  the  near  future: 

1.  Consolidation  of  Highway  and  Cemetery  Departments, 
plus  the  custodial  operations  of  the  Park  Board,  into  a 
a  Department  of  Public  Works  appears  to  offer  the  op- 
portunity for  economies  in  manpower  and  equipment,  plus 
increased  effectiveness  of  each  operation. 

2.  Traffic  and  parking  in  the  downtown  area  remain  cha- 
otic at  certain  times.  Further  study  into  the  desirability 
of  one-way  streets,  turning  restrictions,  and  parking  con- 
trols seems  warranted. 

3.  The  question  of  sewage  disposal  and  treatment  must  be 
thoroughly  studied  and  Hillsboro's  approach  to  the  local 
conditions  must  be  developed  in  the  near  future.  Respon- 
sibility for  construction  of  facilities  will  rest  with  the 
Town  (not  the  Precinct)  and  the  Planning  Board  feels 
that  there  is  nothing  to  lose  and  much  to  gain  by  under- 
taking the  preliminary  engineering  studies  within  the 
next  year.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year  of 
1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  successive 
year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten 
inches  and  the  compounding  of  such  drought  conditions, 
together  with  the  many  days  of  strong,  dry  winds,  charac- 
terized 1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous  years  in  the 
past  half  century.  Although  our  fire  season  was  three 
weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed 
only  a  slight  increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact 
that  the  area  burned  dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963  to 
900  acres  in  1964.  Early  detection  and  rapid  response  kept 
many  potential  fire  disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We  all 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community  who 
responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is 
now  86  per  cent  wooded  and  its  economy  -  both  industrial 
and  recreational  -  is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  re- 
source.    The   responsibility   for   adequate   fire  protection   of 
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this  great  area  -  4,350,000  acres  -  is  everyone's  responsibility 
and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 
Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.     If  you  must  burn, 

obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.     Keep  matches  from 

young  children.     Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  light- 
ing matches   and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are  out. 
A   major  portion   of   our   preventable   fires   this   year   are 

chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to 
escape;  (2)  children  playing  with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers. 
Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires  endanger 
property   and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation 
during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  cooper- 
ation we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record 
in  1965.
